O'Connor  Wins 
0.  Henry  Award 

With  "Greenleaf" 

Flannery  O’Connor,  a  1945 
GSCW  alumna  and  a  native  Geor¬ 
gian,  won  first  prize  in  the  famed 
O.  Henry  Memorial  Award  group 
of  prize  stories  with  a  story  she 
entitled  “Greenleaf.”  This  story 
had  formerly  appeared  in  The 
Kenyon  Review. 

“Greenleaf”  has  been  printed  in 
the  book,  “PRIZE  STORIES  1957: 
The  O.  Henry  Awards,”  published 
by  Doubleday  and  Co.,  Inc. 

This  particular  volume  is  the 
,37th  in  the  O.  Henry  Memorial. 
Award  series.  It  is  the  fourth  vol-  .  .. 
ume  for  which  Paul  Engle,  has  .; 
made  the  selections.  All  the-stories  • 
chosen  for  the  O.  Henry  Award 
were  those  published  in  the  pe¬ 
riod  from  August  1955,  to  June 
1956. 

Miss  O’Connor  is  said  to  have 
a  flair  for  deftly  placed  spots  of 
wit  and  humor  which  she  uses 
to  temper  the  dramatic  overtones 
of  her  stories. 

She  was  educated  in  the  paro¬ 
chial  schools  of  Savannah.  She 
graduated  from  GSCW  where, 
among  other  things,  she  was  art 
editor  of  THE  COLONNADE  and 
feature  of  THE.  SPECTRUM.  She 
was  quite  well  known  for  her  art 
and  amusing  cartoons.  At  that 
time,  the  Student  Union  was  In 
tbe  basement  of  Parks  Hall,  and 
the  only  decoration  was  blown-up 
cartoons  that  Miss  O’Connor  had 
drawn.  She  also  attended  the  State  J 
University  of  Iowa.  ,, 

“Wise  Blood,”  her  first  novel, 
was  published  in  1952.  One  of'her 
stories  was  included  in  PRIZE 
STORIES  2954.  “A  Circle  in  the 
Fire”  won  second  prize  in  the 
1955  group  of  prize  stories. 

Miss  O’Connor  held  a  prominent 
spot  on  the  national  best-seller 
list  for  several  months  with  her 
collection  of  short  stories,  “A  Good 
Man- is  Hard  to  Find.”  This  book 
was  published  last  year  by  Har- 
court  Brace  &  Co.

Walker  CGA  is  c  member  of  Judi¬ 
ciary  and  Honor  Council  and  serves  as  an 
ex-officio,  hbn-voiing  member  of  each.  She 
works  through  Judiciary  to  organize  and 
supervise  the  House  Councils  of  each 
dormitory.  She  receives  the  minutes  ol 
each  House  Council  meeting.  She  is  chair¬ 
man  of  the  poard  of  House  Presidents.  The 
vice  president  serves  as  chairman  of  the 
.  Junior  Advisor  program,  and  is  in  charge 
of  the  election  of  the  advisors  at  the  spring 
retreat. 

The  chairman  of  Judiciary  is  editor  ol 
the  handbook,  and  is  in  charge  of  organ¬ 
izing  handbook  classes  and  selecting 
teachers  for  the  freshmen  and  transfers. 
She  presides  over  all  Judiciary  meetings. 
She  is  an  automatic  member  of  the 
Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Relations, 
and  an  ex-efficio,  non-voting  member  of 
Honor  Council.  She  is  also  an  automatic' 
member  of  the  Board  of  House  Presidents, 
and  sees  to  it  that  the  Judiciary  members 
.  and  the  vice  president  of  CGA  work  to- 
’  gether.

'  procedure  of  the  House  Councils'-all  thru 
the  year.  r  ’•%  .  /. 

Judiciary  recommends  changes  and  in¬ 
terpretations  in  campus  regulations  and 
the  CGA  constitution,  ft  also  handles  all 
cases  of  major  social  offenses. 

The  Chairman  of  Honor  Council  is  an 
automatic  member  of  faculty— student.’ 
She  is  an  ex-officio,  non-voting  member 
of  Judiciary  and  the  Board  of  House  Pres¬ 
idents.  She  presides  over  the  meetings  of 
Honor  Council. 

Honor  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
Honor  Code  Acceptance  ceremony,  chap¬ 
el  programs  on  the  honor  code,  and  it  . 
also  has  orientation  for  the  freshmen  and 
transfers. 

Honor  Council  devotes  its  time  to  a  con¬ 
stant  interpretation  and  evaluation  of  the 
honor  code  and  the  function  of  the  honor 
system  and  tries  to  relate  it  to  student 
life  and  student  need  in  academic  area  as 
well  as  in  the  ,whole  campus  life.  It  takes 
the.  intangible  quality  of  honor  and  makes 
it  real  and  articulate  in '  the  students' 
campus  life.  It  keeps  the  honor  code- be¬ 
fore  the  student  body. 

The  chairman  of  Honor  Council  needs 
a  perceptiveness  that  will  enable  her  tO’ 
take  the  intangible  quality  of  honor  and 
make  it  real  in  every  area  of  the  campus 
life. 

The  vice  president  of  Rec  is  responsible  , 
for  organizing,  promoting  and  carrying 
out  SNAG  Week  and  Sports  Day.  She 
serves  on  the  executive  board  of  Rec  and 
is  an  automatic  member  of  all  committees 
appointed. 

The  first  vice  president  of  Y  is  in  charge 
of  the  big  sister  program  and  the  Fresh¬ 
men  Y  Commission. 

The  second  vice  president  of  Y  is.  in  ' 
charge  of  publicity  of  the  Y,  which  is  a 
tremendous  job.

Lamar  Dodd,  head  oMhe  art  de¬ 
partment  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  will  appear  on  the  GSCW 
campus  Monday  evening,  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  at  7:30  in  Russell  Audito¬ 
rium. 

•  The  program  will  include  the 
showing  of  slides  from  Mr.  Dodd’s 
two  European  hours.  The  first  of 
the  tours,  in  1953-54,  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  General  Education 
Board  of  the  Rockefeller  Founda¬ 
tion.  He,  his  wife,  and  his  daugh¬ 
ter  made  the  trip  with  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  gathering  information  and 
ideas  on'  the  best  procedures  in 
all  phases  of  art  training. 

Last  spring  the  Georgia  educa¬ 
tor  went  to  Europe  for  the  State 
Department  to  lecture  on  Ameri¬ 
can  Art,  taking  with  him  some  of 
his  own  paintings  and  numerous 
slides  of  work  done  in  this  coun¬ 
try. 

Mr.  Dodd,  a  native  Georgian, 
was  born  in  Fairburn.  He  has 
served  as  head  -of  the  art  depart¬ 
ment  at  the  University  of  Georgia 
since  1938,  and  in  June,  1948,  he 
was  appointed  Regents  Professor. 
Before  going  to  the  University,  he 
taught  for  a  tipie  in  Alabama  and 
was  assistant  manager  of  Spivy- 
Johnson  Company  in  Birmingham, 
Alabama. 

The  University  professor  has  re¬ 
ceived  numerous  awards  and  has 
exhibited  in  numerous  places,  hav¬ 
ing  had  twenty-seven  one-man 
shows  and  having  participated  in 
over  120  painting  exhibitions,  he 
is  represented  in  many  permanent 
museum  collections  such  as  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Museum,  New  York;  Tel¬ 
fair  Academy,  Savannah;  High 
Museum,  Atlanta;  and  many  pri¬ 
vate  collections.  Mr.  Dodd  has 
served  as  president  of  the  Art 
Section  of  the  Georgia  Education 
Association,  Association  of  Georgia 
Artists,  Southern  States  •  Art 
League,  Southeastern  Art  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  the  College  Art  Asso-
